evening before. 


This year 150 men took part in the 
main survey of the snowpack. On skis 
or webbed snow shoes according io 
their personal choice, those parties en- 
trusted with the longer trips into the 
more isolated regions started out on 
March 23rd, and the last man report- 
ed back on April 8th. 

The routine reports of their trips in- 
cluded delays on account of storms, 
snow blindness and equipment trouble. 
Cabins in some instances were crushed 
in by unusually heavy snow. Grub 


caches rifled by unscrupulous hunters | 


were reported, and in the Kern River 


watershed a bear, with a hunger for | 


fattening food, clawed his way through 
one end of a shelter cabin, and after 
devouring most of the grub supply and 
spoiling the rest, forced his way out 
through the other end.. The snow had 
flattened the weakened cabin to earth 
by the time the boys arrived and blan- 
kets were a mass of ice. Tired as they 
were there was nothing else to do but 
take up their belts a notch or two and 
slog on twelve miles more to the next 
cabin. 


At Sacramento the snow survey re- 
ports are segregated as to watersheds 
and by a systematic procedure the 
snowpack in each watershed is ap- 
praised and forecasts of run-off are 
made. During the past few years most 
of the forecasts have had an accuracy 
of better than 10 per cent while many 


are much closer than that figure.
